BACKGROUND 


2. IN RESOLUTIONS 918 AND 925 OF MAY 17 AND JUNE 8 
RESPECTIVELY, THE UN SECURITY COUNCIL APPROVED EXPANSION 
OF UNAMIR, THE UN PEACEKEEPING MISSION IN RWANDA, FROM 450 
TO 5,500 TROOPS, WITH A NEW HUMANITARIAN MANDATE TO HELP 
PROVIDE PROTECTION TO THREATENED CIVILIAN POPULATIONS AND 
FACILITATE RELIEF EFFORTS. DEPLOYMENT OF THIS FORCE WILL 

ADDRESS OUR NUMBER ONE PRIORITY — STOPPING THE KILLINGS 
OF CIVILIANS. ONCE THE KILLINGS HAVE STOPPED, A 
CEASE-FIRE IN THE CIVIL WAR BETWEEN HUTU-DOMINATED INTERIM 
GOVERNMENT FORCES AND THE TUTSI-LED RWANDAN PATRIOTIC 
FRONT (RPF) WILL BE EASIER TO ACHIEVE. AS THE CRISIS IN 
RWANDA ENTERS ITS FOURTH MONTH, IT IS CRUCIAL THAT 
DEPLOYMENT OF EXPANDED UNAMIR MOVE FORWARD AS QUICKLY AS 
POSSIBE. 

3. THE FRENCH-LED OPERATION, APPROVED ON JUNE 22 IN UNSC 
RESOLUTION 929, IS ONLY A TEMPORARY MEASURE TO PROVIDE 
PROTECTION UNTIL EXPANDED UNAMIR IS DEPLOYED. THE MANDATE 
FOR THIS OFERATION IS LIMITED TO TWO MONTHS, AND THE 
FRENCH HAVE INDICATED THEY WOULD LIKE TO BE OUT OF RWANDA 
BY THE END OF JULY. EACH DAY THEY STAY IN RWANDA, THE 
CHANCE FOR AN UNINTENTIONAL CLASH WITH THE RPF INCREASES. 
RPF OPPOSITION HAS LIMITED THE FRENCH OPERATION TO 
GOVERNMENT-HELD TERRITORY IN AREAS AWAY FROM THE BATTLE 
LINES. HOWEVER, LARGE NUMBERS OF RWANDANS ARE THREATENED 
IN KIGALI AND OTHER AREAS NOT WITHIN THE RANGE OF THE 
FRENCH-LED DEPLOYMENT. IT IS THEREFORE VITAL THAT THE 
FRENCH-LED FORCES BE REPLACED AS SOON AS POSSIBLE BY BLUE 
HELMETS OF EXPANDED UNAMIR. 

4 THE UN APPEARS TO HAVE ENOUGH TROOP OFFERS TO FIELD 
THE NECESSARY 5,500-PERSON FORCE. TROOP CONTRIBUTORS 
INCLUDE: GHANA, SENEGAL, ETHIOPIA ZAMBIA, ZIMBABWE, 

TUNISIA, CONGO. MALAWI, MALI, AND NIGERIA.' HOWEVER THESE 
CONTINGENTS NEED EQUIPMENT AND LOGISTICAL SUPPORT IN ORDER 
TO DEPLOY. IN A JUNE 28 MEETING- OF TROOP CONTRIBUTORS ANO 
DONORS, THE OFFERS FROM THE DONOR COMMUNITY FOR EQUIPMENT 
FELL FAR SHORT OF UNAMIR* S NEEDS, AND THE UN PEACEKEEPING 
OFFICE EXPRESSED SERIOUS CONCERN ABOUT THE UN'S ABILITY TO 
FIELD AND DEPLOY EXPANDED UNAMIR IN A TIMELY MANNER > 

5. AMONG POTENTIAL DONORS, THE U.S. HAS TAKEN THE LEAD IN 
MEETING UNAMIR'S NEEDS. WE HAVE PROPOSED THE IDEA OF 
HAVING COUNTRIES WITH LOGISTICAL AND EQUIPMENT 
CAPABILITIES "ADOPT" UNAMIR CONTINGENTS AND PROVIDE FOR 
THEIR NEEDS THROUGH THE UN. CONSISTENT WITH THIS 
PROPOSAL, THE U.S. HAS DECIDED TO "ADOPT" THE GHANAIAN 
BATTALION, WHICH 1$ THE FIRST CONTINGENT TO BE DEPOYED. 

THE U.S HAS ALREADY PROVIDED 50 ARMORED PERSONNEL 
CARRIERS (APC'S) TO UNAMIR FOR USE BY THE GHANAIANS. WE 
ARE ALSO WORKING CLOSELY WITH THE UN TO MEET 
MISSION-ESSENTIAL EQUIPMENT NEEDS OF THE GHANAIAN 
BATTALION. ALTHOUGH THE BELGIAN CONTINGENT LEFT BEHIND 
SOME EQUIPMENT FOR UNAMIR WHEN THEY DEPARTED IN APRIL (REF 

B), SO FAR NO OTHER DONOR HAS STEPFED FORWARD TO ADOPT A 
BATTALION IN ACCORDANCE WITH OUR PROPOSAL.

6. FOR USEU, BONN AS EU PRESIDENT ANO OTHER EU CAPITALS 
(EXCEPT PARIS): THE JULY 6/7 DISCUSSIONS OF THE EU AFRICA 

GROUP PRESENT AN EXCELLENT OPPORTUNITY TO DISCUSS RWANDA 
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ANO THE URGENT NEED TO PROVIDE SUPPORT FOR EXPANDED 
UNAMIR. POSTS SHOULD APPROACH APPROPRIATE HOST GOVERNMENT 
OFFICIALS TO UNDERLINE THE IMPORTANCE OF SPEEDING UP 
DEPLOYMENT OF EXPANDED UNAMIR, BRIEF THEM ON THE EFFORTS 
THE U.S. HAS MADE IN THIS REGARD, AND URGE THEM TO PROVIDE 
AS MUCH ASSISTANCE AS POSSIBLE TO EXPANDED UNAMIR —

HAS INDICATED A STRONG INCLINATION TO SUPPORT THE MAJORITY
